The NIOT will be under the administrative 
control of the Department of Ocean Development (DOD) and 
will provide necessary technological inputs in such areas of 
ocean development as the DOD may decide. The NIOT 
would also accept consul* ancy services from industry, both 
in public and private sector and generate internal resour¬ 
ces. The NIOT will have its Registered Office at the Indian 
Institute of Technology, Madras-600 036. 

2. The main objectives of the Institute are : 

(a) to apply the knowledge and experience gained 
through research in ocean sciences to develop 

technical knowhow and capabilities in specific fields 
of ocean technology such as seabed mining, ocean 
energy, etc. 

(a) to assist the ocean scientists in development of 
suitable ocean engineering and instrumentation 
systems such as data buoys, observation platfonns, 
underwater vehicles, etc.; 

(c) to develop necessary technologies for the fast enter¬ 

ing concept of Coastal Zone Management for com¬ 
prehensive and substainable development of the 
coastal belt and Islands of the country; and 

(d) any other objectives relating to Ocean Technology 

as may be set by the DOD. 

3. The administration and management of the Society 
shall be vested in the Governing Council.

RESOLUTION 

No. 19011/1/89-LRD.—Accurate land record* are vital 
not only for enforcement of land reform measures but also 
for development planning and implementation of various 
rural development programmes. Updated land record* reduce 
land disputes and are conducive to creation of social harmony. 
It becoming increasingly evident that without proper land 
records and efficient and motivated land revenue adminiatra- 
tion to manage It, development work cannot proceed #ati* 
factorily and even the maintenance of law and order becomes 
difficult. 

2. Land records in the country however are not in a good 
shape. While some parts of the country are without any 
land record system, in large part* of the country land record* 
are not up-to-date as revisions! surveys have not been carried 
out and periodical updating through mutations, correction 
of maps and crop enumeration is also generally in huge a near*. 
The major difficulty experienced in updating land record* is 
that the structure of land revenue administration has not 
kept pace with the tasks assigned to it after independence and 
infrastructure facilities have suffered neglect in allocation of 
resources. The Land Revenue Administration and Land 
Records System have also not been subjected to an in-depth 
study and scrutiny in the country as a whole. There U there¬ 
fore an urgent need to look at this field of administration and 
to revamp it so that it functions as an effective instrument Of 
** National development and for fulfilling people’s aspirations. 
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3. The revitalisation of land records system and land 
(revenue administration has to be built around principles of 
modernisation, oost effectiveness, social accountability, effi¬ 
ciency, simple and quick administration of justice and an 
orientation in favour of poor and weak. With a view to 
accomplish this task, Government have decided to set up 
a Committee on Revitalisation of Land Revenue Administra¬ 
tion. The terms of reference of the Committee shall be as 
follows 

(a) To define objectives and tasks to be performed by 
revenue administration and to suggest lines on which 
revenue administration should be restructured to 
achieve them. 

(b) To study problems that have stood in the way of 
the establishment of a land records system in the 
North-Easfcrn States and to recommend a program¬ 
mes of action consistent with tradition, aspirations of 
tribal communities and local conditions. 

(c) To suggest basic infrastructure facilities for restruc¬ 
tured revenue administration at various levels and 
areas of moderniation and induction of new techno¬ 
logy to reduce cost and delays in various operations 
of revenue administration and land records system. 

(d) To recommend measures necessary for evolving 
a new system of management which can absorb new 
technology and infuse a new work culture consistent 
with it, and with orientation of attitude in favour 
of the poor and the weak. 

(e) To examine the desirability and feasibility of intro¬ 
ducing the system of State ‘Guaranteeing Title to 
Land* with a view to reducing litigation and ensuring 
security and stability in land transactions. 

4. The Committee will draw up a questionnaire and send 
it to the States to elicit information on the kinds of systems 
that obtain in the various parts of the country, inviting sugges¬ 
tions for reform and modernization. The Committee may 
also visit the States and hold consultations based on the 
information received from the States in order to finalise the 
recommendations. 

5. The Committee would make recommendations on the pro¬ 
gramme of action for improvements to be carried of in land 
revenue administration and land records management with 
particular reference to the above matters in detailed consul¬ 
tation with State Government/Union Territory Administra¬ 
tion,
